Inspector Gillard incidentally testified that Haynes had beer

ing $3,000. and that a warrant was issued in’ Hongkong last year for 
debts which be had attempted to dischatge with dishonest cheques. 


The Common Sergeant, in passing sentence, said :—“ This ia a 
very bad fraud: indeed, a most persistent one, deliberately thought 
out and carried to the bitter end. A great many people, chiefly 
officery, have been defrauded of money which they could 1! afford to 
lose. Frauds of this kind are toorife. Enever is a dangerous man.”

THE. PROHIBITION Law. 


How It Affects Foreign Shippieg. ” 


. . . Washington, April 30. 
The Supreme Court has decided that foreign and American 
‘ateamsbips are prohibited from bringing to American ports intoxica- 
ting Lqtors.under seal intended for the use of passengers on the 
_ outward voyages. It held, however, that American steamships are 
not prohibited from having on board intoxicating liquors for beverage 
purposes on.the high seas, and in foreign ports. The latter decision 
reverses the ruling of the Attorney General egainst serving liquor on 
the high seas. , oo - : os 
* The Court declared that examination of the Prohibition Act as 
a whole showed that it was 
- he territorial limits of the United States, except in the case of the 
Panama Canal, that it was not intended to apply to American vessels 
outside territorial waters, and that it was intended to apply to all mer- 
chantmen, whether foreign or comestic within territorial waters. 
The Court beld that Federal jurisdiction over foreign ships in Ameri- 
can territorial waters was complete. It would be possible, however, 
that Congress would waive the enforcement of this-and permit 
foreign ships to do things American ships were prevented. from 
doing, bat the Court waa of opinion that foraign nations cannot 
force any such exemption. 


.. Immediately the ruling was anounced, officials of American 
and foreign steamship companies hastily conferred in ordar to 
devise plans for meeting the situation. 

, The Secretary of the Treasury announces that the date” of the 
enforcement of the new regulations. in accordance with the Court’s 
ruling, will be fixed later.

The Company has a series 
of attractive achemes in hand, 
iecluding the creation of a 
bungalow settlement, -but it is 
essential for. the carrying out of 
these ‘that’ transportation costs 
should be lower than they now 
are. The southern portion of the 
road mentioned is at present 
construction, and Mr.

Association at its recent annual 
meeting that the contract “is 
about to be let" for the remaining 
portion. That is decidedly vague. 
The public, which is keenly in- 
terested in the future development 
of the Repulse Bay district, would 
like to see this work of road 
contruction pushed on. much 
more rapidly than at present.
